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We have reached a milestone! 

This message is a report, a forecast, and 
an appeal. We haven’t done half as much as we, 
ideally, should -- and could. This is not a one- 
man job; and it never can be. There is some- 
thing for everyone to do, who belongs. 

PROGRESS: We have made progress in the 
past year; though this is not easily seen by one 
on the sidelines. 93 church services have been 
addressed. At least 16 special services of varied 
nature have accepted participation from your 
Superintendent. 8202 youth were reached educa- 
tionally, outside the churches. 

Circulation of the Temperance News has 
been greatly increased. We have received cordial 
commendation upon this sheet, and the compli- 


ment of being quoted in other publications. 





There is evidence that the paper awakens inter- 
est. Teachers and ministers use its contents. 
Several bundles have been mailed out, upon re- 
quest, for distribution. 

Gradually, new support is being enlisted 
for the program of The Temperance League of 
New Jersey -- though all too slowly. Week after 
week, a smouldering fire of indignation is re- 
vealed, The cordiality of distinguished minis- 
ters, and the sincere regret with which so many 
have said that they could not be with us, today, 
show that there are many who have not bowed 
the knee to Baal. 

LEGISLATION: In cooperation with five 
other State-wide Christian organizations in The 
New Jersey Christian Conference on Legisla- 
tion, we have attended committee hearings, 
written letters to strategic persons, including 
Senators, Congressmen, and the President. One 
conference in Washington was attended. Your 
Superintendent attended and actively partici- 
pated in the Biennial Convention of The Na- 
tional Temperance League, in Flint, Michigan. 
He served on the Board of Directors, The Ex- 
ecutive Committee, and the Committee on Nom- 
inations, sharing in the selection of very impor- 
tant National officers. 


ALL HELP: The months ahead are a time, 
not for defeatism, nor discouragement. It is not 
a time for holding the line. It is a time for de- 
termined advance all along the line; for stead- 
fast, loyal witnessing; for everyone, who cares, 
to do every thing he can. The sum total of many 
individual acts, and the attitude those acts pro- 
claim and encourage, these are the power for 
every step toward victory. The challenge has

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A GOAL TO AIM AT 


The Temperance League budget, adopted 
for 1953, is $15,275.00. With this modest sum 
we must cope with the immensely wealthy liquor 
interests and their skillful, expensive, and 
effective advertising campaign. They work 24 
hours a day, everyday. The stake for which we 
contend is the oncoming generation of youth, 
their health, happiness, homes, and usefulness. 

Our needs figure down to $50.00. for every 
day we can work. Some individuals, churches, 
and societies are each paying all our costs for 
one, two, or more days. These are the start of 
our ‘‘HONOR ROLL”’ of burden-bearers, paying 
a minimum of $50.00. 

Why not add your church to the ‘‘HONOR 
ROLL’’? One dollar a week will do it. What per- 
centage of your church-budget would this be? A 
first advance step, for some, could be to send 
enough for half a day, $25. 





ANNUAL REPORT (Continued from page 1) 
often been sounded that we, everyone, ‘‘do 
something about it’’. There is none of us, and 
no one in our churches, but has the power to do 
something which will vitally help to defeat the 
purposes of the liquor crowd, who seek to de- 
bauch and exploit all our people, particularly 
the children. 

Anyone can pray, hand a paper to another 
person, protest in word and act. One can write 
responsible officials, declaring one’s judgement 
on issues, One can respect his conscience and 
and refuse to buy meals or groceries where beer 
is sold. 

The Temperance League cause is held 
back, waiting for more who will show their colors 
and let it be known on which side they stand. 
Many of you can make opportunities for the 
Superintendent to speak in more churches, Sun- 
day Schools, classes, prayermeetings, etc. 
Finances lag because some of you don’t do as 
others have done --- tell me to whom to sell a

render. Some laymen have readily named associ- 
ates who ought to be interested. Enough re- 
sponse has been found to indicate that there 
are scores in New Jersey whose help could be 
won.

able to guarantee that they will give to our work. 


But some of them would, the same as you do. 
A number have asked, “‘What are the duties 


of a Temperance League Trustee?’’ Some of his 
duties are: 1. to be an active, well-informed, 
and tactful temperance worker, wherever he is. 
2. He should understand the program of The 
Temperance League, and study to help improve 
it. He should make any constructive suggestions 
he can; and be humble enough not to be hurt, if 
all his ideas cannot be carried out at once. 3. 
A trustee should attend the Annual Meeting of 
the Board and advise and counsel with the rest 
of us for achieving the purposes of the League. 
4. He should represent the League in his home 


community, be a key man through whom we —@

contact the people or distribute information. 
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can keep the League office informed on events 
and contemplated efforts in his section. 

LET US: I should like to suggest a few 
goals: 

1. This year, we ought to be able to en- 
large our educational service to churches and 
church-schools by supplying them with packets 
of the best materials. 

2. Community seminars to study the liquor 
problem and the local church’s part in meeting 
it are a rich field of possibility. 

3. We shall encourage concerted action by 
Christian people to buy groceries and meals 
only from stores which do not sell beer or other 
liquor. 

4. Reach a much larger number of church 
congregations and church-schools. This is poss- 
ible through the use of available volunteer 
speakers. 

5. Through the Christian Conference on 
Legislation, we intend to introduce helpful bills 
and to oppose unwholesome measures. 

6. We should be able to enlarge, greatly, 


®. alcohol education in the High Schools. The 





enthusiastic acceptence of this program by a 
good number of the principals is most encourag- 


ing. They are commending it one to another. 
THE KEY: Our first task is to convince the 


people in the churches that drink is an evil 
thing, not to be condoned nor practiced. We have 
been allowing them to say, ‘‘It is not a sin to 
take a drink’’. I talked with a minister who said 
that to a group of American Legion men. I sup- 
pose he hoped they would come into his church 
where their consciences would be undisturbed. 
The thinking of multitudes of church people 
must be changed, if they and their children and 
their homes are to be saved from this destroyer. 
How could a church in which drinking is comm- 
only practiced be helpful to a repentant drunk- 
ard? 

Brethren and sisters, we are in a strong 
position. Our cause is right, Truth, the facts of 
life are on our side. Science and medicine speak 
our language. Above all, God is with us. Whom 
hall we fear?

SOME THINGS YOU CAN DO 


Representative Joseph Bryson, of South 
Carlina, has presentedin Congress a bill, known 
as ‘‘H. R. 1227’’, which would outlaw radio and 
television advertising of beer, wine, liquors. 
The passage of this bill would be a great step 
forward, Letters by the thousand should go to 
Rep. Charles A. Wolverton, of N.J., urging that 
a public hearing on this bill be granted. He is 
chairman of the committee. 

Officials in the Air Force are planning reg- 
ulations to permit sale of package liquor on Air 
Force bases. This would be in violation of pres- 
ent law, and would add immensely to the hazards 
of this dangerous service. Who could, and how, 
prevent an occasional flier smuggling aboard 
what he thinks will fortify him? Please write in 
protest to Secretary of Defense, Charles E. 
Wilson, Washington, D.C. and the Senators and 
Representatives from New Jersey.
